IN BALL OF EYE 


Saved the Sight of James G. 
_ Mulvihill, a Football Player 
of Chicago. 


REMARKABLE OPERATION | 


BY A CHICAGO OCULIST : 


Ball of Eye So Badly Cut That Jelly- 
like Substance Was Bulging — 
Through the Incision, but 
the Oculist Repaired 
the Damage. 


Chicago, Ills., 
eye saved the sight of James G. Mulvihill, 
a football player of the St. Ignatius col- 
lege team. The operation was perform- 
ed at the West Side hospital. 

“IT can see, but the doctor says I won't 
be able to play any, more football this 
year.”’ 

With a ehield covering his eye today, 
Muivihill thus summed up his misfortune 
as he worked in a little pop bottling lab- 
oratory. 

The young man was filling bottles with 
soda water, when one of the bottles 
ploded and a piece of glass struck him in 
the eye. Insitinctively his lids had 
closed, but a sharpened fragment of the 
glass, nearly a half inch in diameter, cut 
through the lids and into the eyeball. 
The ball of the injured eye was cut 80 
that the jellyliks substance which forms 
the greater part of the eye was bulging 
through the incision. The cut was three- 
eighths of an inch deep and a half inch 
long, in the white of the eye. 

A fralf hour afterward the operation 
was completed. The injured eye had 
been sewed up with four stitches, after 
a number of stitches had been taken in 
the upper and lower lids, where they 
had been cut by the glass: 

To acomplish the operation, it was nec- 
essary to press the escaping citreous hu- 
mor back through the cut in the eyeball 
and thereby, forcing the lids wide apart, 
find room to sew up the “coat” which 
covers the eye. Now Mulvijhill agserts

House Committee To Exercise 


a Rigorous Inspection, 


Indications Are That the Regular 


State Institutions Will Get the 
Amount Given Last Year 
and Few Specials Will 
Be Sanctioned. 


The nidications are that few, if any, 
of the various state institutions will re- 
ceive ingreased maintenance funds this 
year. It is understood that the appro- 
priations committee of the house intends 
using the pruning knife wherever possi- 
ble, with the result that only cne or two 
special appropriations will be made for 
any of the institutions. 

One of the exceptions will be in the 
case of the state institution for the deaf 
and dumb. A special appropriation of 
$11,500 will be recommended by the com- 
mittee for the purpose of building an ad- 
dition to this institution, to be used for 
a dining room, kftchen and manual train- 
ing department. Mr. Hawes, of Elbert, 
introduced a bill providing for a special 
appropriation of $20,000, but the commit- 
tee cut this down to the sum named. This 
4g regarded as significant of the commit- 
tee’s intention to hold everything down to 
the lowest possible notch. 

An Executive Session. 

A meeting of the house committee on 
appropriations was held last night at 
the capitol, and the me rs were in 
session until after 11 oel Part of 
the meeting was held behind closed doors, 
and the members declined to discuss what 
took place during the executive session. 
It was stated, however, that no formal 
action was taken on the general appro- 
priation Wl, although it was discussed 
in detail 

Before the executive session was held,

Baltimore, November 14.—(Special.5 - 
When Rev. Thomas Dixon, of New York, 
came here to lecture this week he gave 
out an interview in which he said he 
did not consider the negro worth hell 
room. Rev. Madison Peters, of the Bap- 
tist church, brought Dixon here to lec- 
ture for his church, and as many of the 
members disliked the interview, Mr. Pe- 
ters felt embarrassed. Consequently at a 
meeting tonight Mr. Peters told his con- 
gregation that he did not agree with 
Mr. Dixon on the negro question and 
went on to say the negro, instead of be- 
ing driven from the south, was treated 
better there than in the north.

‘ Columbia, Mo., November 14.—Colonel 
Ed Butler, millionaire and politician of 
St. Louis, on trial charged with attempt- 
ing to bribe Dr. Chapman, of the 8%. 
Louls board of health, in order to influ- 
ence his vote on the indorsement of a 
garbage contract with the city, has been 
Tound guilty by the jury, which assessed 
the punishment at three years in the pen- 
itentiary. The verdict found last night 
was announced. T. H. Hickman, fore- 
man of the jury, says the verdict was 
reached on the first ballot. 

Juror W. H. Cochran said: 

“The jury was unanimous on gullt from 
the first. The testimony of Dr. Chap- 
man, followed by Dr. Merrell, was con- 
vincing. Some of the jury wanted to give 
Butler the limit. One man wanted to 
give him only a fine and jail sentence. 

“The sentence was the hardest thing 
to decide. We fixed that at 10:30 last night, 
three hours after we got together.“ 

A motion for a new trial was overruled. 

When asked by Judge Hockaday it he 
had any reason to offer why sentence 
should not be pronounced on him, Butler 
said: vag 

“I have nothing to say, your honor, 
further than I am not guilty of the charge 
preferred against me.’ 

“The jury has passed on that question, 
Mr. Butler,” was the judge’s reply. 

“In accordance with the verdict, I sen- 


tence you to imprisonment in the state 
penitentiary for a term of three years.“ 


The filing of appeal to the state su- 
preme court followed. Judge Hockaday 
fixed Butler's bond at $10,000, which was 
signed by a number of prominent citizens 
of Columbia.

Number of House and Senate Meas- 
ures Passed by the Upper House 
During Session Yesterday 
Morning—Many Bills 
Introduced. 


By a unanimous vote the senate yes- 
terday morning passed the house bill by 
Messrs. Slaton, Houston and Blackburn. 
of Fulton, which provides that nee) 


tion of more than 80,000 inhabitants shall 
be eligible for the position of mayor or 
other municipal office by first resigning 
their present office. The measure was 
passed by the house last Monday in such 


Shape as thgt it is purely a local bill and 
removes all doubt as to the eligibility of 
Captain Evan P. Howell for the mayoral- 
ty of the city of Atlanta. for which place 
he was nominated at the recent city pri- 
mary. 

The senate also passed the bill by Sena- 
tor Jordan, of the twenty-eighth district, 
which provides for tne creation of a com- 
mission to investigate the feasibility of 
locating an agricyltural and industrial 
school in each cofigressional district of 
the state. According to the measure the 
commission is to be posed of twelve 
members—the governor to be chairman 
of the board. He is authorized to appoint 
the remaining eleven members, one from 
each district. : 

By tae terms of the bill the commis-/ 
sioners are empowered to receive pro- 
posals from the various districts for do- 
nations of land and buildings for these 
schools, which, after establishment, will 
be maintained at an annual expense of 
$3,000, this money to be secured from the 
fees derived from the inspection of fer- 
tilizers. The establishment of this sys- 
tem of agricultural and industrial schools 
Was recommended by Governor Terrell 
in his first message to tae present legisla- 
ture and the senate agricultural commit- 
tee made a unanimous recommendation 
that the bill be passed. 

Two Convict System Bills. 

There was another important general 
bill adopted by the senate. This was by 
Senator Snead, of the twenty-ninth, 
which permits farmers throughout tae 
state to purchase in bulk the various ma- 
terials to be used in the manufacture of 
fertilizers. 

A number of important bills were intro- 
duced, read for the first time and referred 
to appropriate committees for considera- 
tion and report. Senators McMichael, of 
the twenty-fourth, and. Lee, of the forty- 
fourth, who were members of tae specia] 
penitentiary committee of the general] 
assembly, announced the failure of the 
members of that committee. to agree upon 
a ne convict system, and both gentle- 
men introduced bills having reference to 
the subject. Tne two measures were re- 
ferred to the senate penitentiary commit - 
tee. 

From Stenater Sweat, of the fifth dis- 
trict, came an interesting bill, the object 
of walch is to put in operation the Aus- 
tralian ballot system in state elections. 
Senator Comas, of the third district, was 
the author of a bill changing the man- 
ner of calling prohibi.on elections by 
prescribing the number of petitioners 
who shall sign petitions requesting such 
elections, and also providing who are to 
be entitled to participate in elections of 
this character in tae various counties, 

The house bill by Messrs. Slaton, Hous- 
ton and Blackburn, of Fulton, providing 
for an amendment to the charter of the 
city of Atlanta to authorize the municipal 
authorities to submit to the people of At- 
lanta the question of issuing $800,000 of 
bonds for the extension of sewers and 
the water works system, was read the 
first time in the senate. 

The following joint resolution was in- 
troduced by Senator Howell. of the thir. 
ty-fifth, and was unanimously adopted 
by the senate: 

Resolved by the senate, the house concurr- 
ing, That the per diem and mileage that would 
have accrued to the late Senator P. J. Sulli-

Russia To. Open the First 
Agricultural School. for 
Women in Europe.

St. Petersburg, November 14—Russia is 
about to open the first agricultural train- 
ing school for women ever established in 
Europe. The government has approved 
the full curriculam, which extends over 
three years and embraces the general 
principles of farming, gardening, dairy- 
ing, dee keeping, poultry, sheep and cat- 
tle raising.

Charter Issue Goes to -Senator and 
Three Representatives. 


CONFERENCE FOR TODAY 


On the Advice of Captain E. P. How- 
ell the Members of Council Are 
Invited to Participate in 
the Meeting This Af- 

ternoon. 


The question of a further consideration 
of the proposed new charter for a Great- 


| er Atlanta will be left with the three rep- 


resentatives of Fulton county and the 
senator from this senatorial district in the 
douncil caamber at 3 o'clock this after- 
noon. This was decided upon at a meet- 
ing of the charter revision committee held 
yesterday afternoon: 

There was considerable discussion dur- 
ing the meeting as to the advisability of 
inviting the members of council to attend 
this meeting, but on the motion of Cap- 
tain Evan P. Howell it was finally de- 
cided to extend this courtesy. 

Edmund. W. Martin made a short re- 
view of the work and objects of the 


committee. 
Alderman Longino was in favor of re- 
‘ferring toe entire matter to a committee 


of fifteen. seven from the new council 
and seven from the citizens’ committee 
and the new mayor. He advocated this 
measure in the Ifght of harmony. 

Mr. Martin replied by saying that & 
committee had already been appointed by 
council for this matter and that the con- 
ference had amounted to nothing. 

Captain Howell Talks. 

Captain Howell said: “You ‘nave gotten 
a great deal miore out of council than I 
expected. If you postpone this matter, 
this committee is practically dead. There 
is no way of getting this charter through 
the legislature unless it is pushed and 
advocated by the county representatives, 
Have a conference with these representa- 
tives and invite the council to come. If 
you get a majority of the representatives 
to advocate it, it will go through. If they 
don't advocate it, the new charter won't. 
I know that there are large portions of 
this charter that the citizens want. But 
if you can’t get the whole loaf, take halt 
a loaf, or as muca as you can get. The 
three representatives are like judges on à 
bench for custom has given them jurisdic- 
tion in matters of this kind and custom is 
a very strong law.

DISPUTE OVER 
CONVICT LEASE 


Many Bills Introduced Seeking To 
Solve the Problem. 


MONEY IS WANTED FOR ROADS 


Two Bills Appear in Senate and One 
in House, While Others Are to 
Follow—Felder Wants All 
Convicts on the Pub- 
lic Roads. 


— 


There is a decided disagreement among 
the members of the penitentiary commit- 
tee of the house and senate as to just 
what legislation should be enacted rela- 
tive to the felony convicts of the state. 

As a result of the inability of those who 
have had the matter under consideration 
to- get tagether, half a dozen different 
bills have been prepared. Three of these 
were introduced festerday, two in the 
senate. And one in the house, and others 
will be introduced within the next day 
or two. 

It is contemplated to introduce a bill 


providing simply for the extension of the 


present act relating to leasing the labor 
of the convicts, so that another five-year 
contract may be entered into. This bil 
will be introduced in the house by Mr. 
Steed, of Tayloy, who ts chairman of the 
house penitentiary committee. 

The other bills introduced contemplate 


using part of the fund arising from the 


hire of convicts for road building, cre- 
ating a fund for changing the convict 


system after another five-year period, 


and for doing away with the present sys- 
tem altogether and putting the convicts 
on the roads. 

The Senate Bill. 

One of the bills introduced in the senate 
by Senator Lee, of the forty-fourth, pro- 
vides for an extension of the present sys- 
tem, directing that the labor of the con- 
victs shall be leased for another term of 
Senator 
Lee’s bill, however, provides that only 
$85,000 of the money arising from the hire 
of the convicts shall go to the public 


schools, which is about the amount the 
Schools now receive from this source. 


All 
excess over that amount shall go into 
the treasury, where it shall be kept as 
a “prison fund.“ At the expiration of 
five years the prison fund shall be used 
under appropriate legislation in purchas- 
ing farms and equipping them in order to 
provide work for the convicts. In other 
words, the bill contemplates that the

RULES OF HOUSE 
Mar Bills Introduced To Make 
Franchises Tavable 


Bills Can No Longer Be Taken Up 
for Passage Out of Their Regu- 
lar Order—Many New 
Measures Read the 
First Time. 


After the introduction of a lot of new 
bills and resolutions the aouse spent the 
greater part of the day yesterday in 
wrangling over proposed changes in the 
rules, a feature which has already con- 
sumed considerable time this session. 

By a vote of 101 to 14 the house adopted 
a resolution by Mr. Hall, of Bibb, pro- 
viding that hereafter no unanimous con- 
sent can be granted for the reading of a 
bill or resolution the taird time and put- 
ting it on its passage. It provides that 
the speaker shall not recognize any mem- 
ber for this purpose. Of course the house 
could suspend or do away with the rule 
as it might see fit, but the general effect 
of it is that no bill or resolution can 
hereafter be taken up out of its regular 
order; all must take their regular turn 
on the calendar. There was considerable 
discussion over this proposed change, the 
house finally voting down an amendment 
submitted by the committee on rules to 
except from the operations of this resolu- 
tion all local and special bills. As passed 
the resolütlon applies to all measures be- 
fére the house. 

The next proposed change in the rules 
was in the shape of a resolution by Mr. 
Preston. of Jasper, which provides that 
1% copies of all general bills favorably 
reported shall be printed for the infor- 
mation of members of the house. The 
committee on rules brought in a substi- 
tute for this which provided that begin- 
ning wita Monday a calendar of the busi- 
ness before the house should be publisned 
daily. The substitute was defeated and 
the members were engaged in a dispute 
over points of order which the main reso. 
lution pending on its passage when the 
hour of adjournment arrived and shu 
off the debate. f 

Some Interesting Measures. 

A flood of new bills and resolutions 
reached the clerk's desk yesterday for a 
first reading. Many of them were purely 
local measures, but some of eur 4 propose 


Mr. Candler, of DeKalb, introduced by 
a request a bill to appropriate $6,000, or 
so much thereof as may be necessary for 
the laying of a water main from the city 
to the Confederate Soldiers’ home, an im- 
provement which the trustees have not 
been able to make with their present 
means. 

Mr. Calvin, of Ricamond, introduced a 
bill which proposes to cut down the fees 
of notaries public and others who pro- 
test notes and drafts by more than one- 
half, His bill provides that the charge 
for such service shall not be more than 
$1.50 in each case. 

Mr. Fields, of Dooly, introduced a Dill 

which proposes to increase the salaries of 
judges of the superior courts of the state 
to $3,000. There is already pending a 
measure to increase these salaries to 
$2,500 introduced by Mr. Slaten, of Ful- 
ton. 
Mr. Henry, of Murray, in a bill which 
he introduced proposes to nepeal the 
present registration laws of the state, and 
Mr. Calvin, of Richmond, is the aythor 
of a measure which is designed to permit 
confederate veterans to enter tne real 
estate, renting, brokerage or commission 
business without paying the license 
charged to others. 

Mr. Reid, of Campbell, introduced three 
bills to amend sections 767, 719 and 780 of 
the code so as to require all corporations 
doing business in the state to return their 
franchises for taxation the same as other 
property, whenever such franchises add 
to tae value of their stocks or physical 
property. These amendments, if adopted, 
would have practically the same effect 
as the passage of a franchise tax bill. 
Such a bill is now pending before the 
legislature. 

Bill Passed by House. 

The house passed by a vote of 108 to 0 
the bill by Mr. Flynt, of Spalding, to 
amend section 2145 of the code 80 as to 
better fix the venue of suits against in- 
surance companies.

HE convict question which is now

Senator Lee has introduced in the sen- 
ate a bill whica he believes will solve 
the question and release the state 
from all worry on account of the dispdsal 
of convicts if it becomés a law. Tae 
principal changes the bm makes in pres- 
ent legislation is to set a date for the 
hiring of convicts by the prison commis- 
sion. The date named in the bill is be- 
tween January and June,1%6, and that all 
felony convicts shall be aired for a term 
of five years, beginning January, 1904. 

Under the provisions of the bill the mis- 
demeanor convicts are to remain as they 
are now worked on the public roads and 
in private camps. The powers of the 
prison commission are enlarged so as to 
give the commission more direct super- 
vision over the camps. The commission 
is empowered to break up camps and to 
fine the individuals who conduct the 
camps if taey fail to comply with tiie 
rules and regulations of the commission. 

The most interesting feature of the Dill 
is the disposal of the funds arising from 
the hire of convicts. Under the present 
arrangement the profits are applied ta the 
school fund. The present income is‘ 85, 
000. It is proposed that this sum be set 
aside for tae school fund every year and 
the profits over this amount, which it is 
believed will be considerable, are to be 
put into a prison fund tor five years. At 
the end of the new hire contract this 
money is to be used for the purchase 
and equipment of farms on whica tae 
convicts will be placea,

Judge J. H. Lumpkin, i the supertor

rignt to do so. *

HMeved the parties intended no ngdo- 
ing ani dismissed the preoeedings, cn con- 
dition that the attorneys would deliver to 
the clerk the copied lists, which they 
agreed to do. The lists were given to 
Deputy Clerk T. H. Jeffries Bhortly af- 
terwards and he burned them in the rear 
of the court house. 

Singer Charges Libel. 

John R. Singer, of the Clarke & Singer 
Buggy Company. yesterday brought suit 
agaiist the company for $10,000 for alleged 


} libel. 


Singer claims that on November 2, 1901, 
he and John S. Clarke entered into a con- 
tract to conduct business under the firm 
name of the Clarke & Singer Buggy Com- 
pany, the new company purchasing the 
stock of Weitzell & Singer, of which 
company he was a member. it is stated 
that the Clarke & Singer company as- 
sumed the indebtedness of the Weitzell 
& Singer company, and that later the 
mew concern, by its president, John S. 
Clarke, and its secretary, C. e4 Childs, 
sent gut à letter to all of the ereditors 
of Weitzell & Singer and the petitioner, 
Stating that had Weitzell & Singer con- 
tinued in business ten days longer they 
would not have gotten ten cents on the 
dollar. 

This statement is characterized as false, 
malicious, defamatory, and libelous, and 
that it has ruined his credit. It is stated 
that by reason of the statement, Clarke 
amd Childs secured from Singer’s old cred- 
itors a large discount on the amount the 
company had assumed and, thereby, fail- 
ed to carry out its contract with him. 
Attorney J. J. Barge filed the suit. 

Claims Malicious Prosecution. 

Mrs. Myra Wiggins, who resides in Fan- 
nin county, yesterday brought suit for 35. 
000 damages against Mrs. J. E. Wood for 
alleged malicious prosecution. ‘ 

The petition alleges that on November 7 
Mrs. Wood swore out a warrant before 
Justice of the Peace Edgar H. Orr, charg- 
ing Mrs. Wiggins with being a common 
cheat and swindler; that on November 8 
Mrs. Wiggins was arrested at her home 
by Bailiff M. F. Barnes and brought to 
Atlanta.

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* DAILY MARKET REPORTS. 


THE DAY IN WALL STREET. 


New York, November 14.—A renewal of 
heavy liquidatién in the stock market 
this afternoon and a violent drive by an 
organized bear party caused a disorderly 
slump to the lowest prices of the week. 
Even at the final rally, due ‘to the scram- 
ble amohge bears to cover their short 


contracts, which lifted erices 1 to 3 
points above the lowest for the weakest 
active stocks. the prices of not a few im- 
rortant stocks are lower than before 
for the week. At the extreme declines, 
which were made early in the final hour, 
losses of from 3 to 71-4 were shown by 
the stocks which bore the brunt of the 
bear attack. St. Paul led with a 71-4 
point decline from vesterday. Rock Island 
6 12. the preferred 7. Baltimore and Ohio 
and Louisville 51-2, Canadian Pacific 5. 
Northwestern 43-8, Colorado Fuel 43-4, 
Reading 4. Pennsvivania 33-8 and a num- 
ber of the .Pacifics, comers and other 
stocks 2 points or over. The flerceness 
and suddenness of the raid came as a 
surprise, owing to the aharacter of the 
support given to the market at the open- 
ine decline and the eagerness shown by 
the bears. who sold short vesterday, to 
cover and take their profits. The rapid 
tumbling of prices gave rise to the usual 
crop of rumors of financial difficulties 
and probable fallures, which gave active 
employment to some of those pointed 
at in the making of denials. The wiping 
out of margin and the uncovering of stop 
loss orders dislodged a great mass of 
securities which have been overhanging 
the market. No doubt very heavy specu- 
lative Josses were involved in some of 
this selling. The knowledge of the previ- 
ous situation of some very extensive long 
accounts doubtless figured in the forma- 
tion of the powerful bear party, which 
broke the market. Some dt the selling 
today was alleged to be by large holders 
of stocks, who maintained their holdings 
for a long time and through all the period 
of the late advances. These holders have 
seen paper profits meh away with the 
disintegration ot prices, and were driven 
to sell out today to ayoid pressure. There 
wus no immediate news on whicn to base 
the attack upon values beyond the pros- 
pect of a poor bank report tomorrow. 
een this prospect was rather favorably 
modified today by the disclosure of a re- 
turn flow of currency from thy interior 
on the regular express movement of over 
31,000,000. New York exchange at Chicago 
also rose to lobe premium. The loss on 
subtreasury accounts ot $4,409,000 is there- 
fore modified to the amount of over $l,- 
(00,00. Sterling exchange was also lower, 
and there seemed to be offerings of loan 
bills in the market. But the general sen- 
timent in Wall street was one of depres- 
sion, owing to apprehension that striagent 
money may recur before the Ind of the 
year. The recent succession “of pessi- 
mistic utterances by leading banking au- 
thorities on the subject of bank credits 
and the currency has had a notable in- 
fluence or Wall street sentiment. Yester- 
day’s announcement by the Pennsylvania 
company of a 10 per cent increase. in 
wages, which wduld be equivalent to a 
large proportion of the amount at present 
raid in dividends, was a disturbing fac- 
tor in view of the recent discussion of 
this very subject. Pennsylvania and its 
afflicted stocks were the first in the mar- 
ket ts show acute weakness. The an- 
nouncement of a*bank suspension in Bos-

FOUND VESSEL IN DISTRESS. 


Captain Crowley Sights the Pettigrew, 
That Sailed from Savannah. 
Baltimore, Md., November 14.—Captain

MITCHELL'S STATEMENT 
IS CLOSELY FOLLOWED 


After Reading His Plea, Strike Lead- 
er Was Cross-Examined and 
Was Still on the Stand at 
the Hour of Adjourn- 
ment. 


Scranton, Pa., ‘November 14.—The an- 
thracite coal strike cemmission appointec 
by President Roosevelt to arbitrate the 
differences existing between tne mine 
workers of the hard coal fields of Penn- 
syivania and their employees, today be- 
gan the hearing of testimony by which 
it will determine whether or not the 
workmen are receiving falr and just 
wages for their labor and whether their 
condition saould not be improved. 

The star witness for thé miners—Presi- 
dent Joan Mitchell—took the stand in the 
forenoon, and when the commission ad- 
journed at 4 o’clock in the afternoon he 
was still under the fire of cross-examina- 
tion by David W. Wilcox, general coun- 
sel of the Delaware and Hudson Com- 
pany. It was a trying day for the miners’ 
leader, but he seemed to stand the test 
well. The heaviest fire of cross ques- 
tions was aimed at him late in the after- 
noon session and when the hour of ad- 
journment was reached Mr. Wilcox was 
still propounding questions and testing 
Mr. Mitchell’s memory. 

Great Array of Lawyers. 

The opening of the session was a nota- 
ble day in the annals of the law in the 
upper antaracite region. 
of lawyers has never been seen in this 
part of the state, and it is doubtful 
whether attorneys have ever been s0 
numerous on one side of a case in this 
state as were present in the interest of 
their coal companies today. The commis. 
sion’s sessions are being held in the 
beautiful room ot the Pennsylvania supe- 
rior court. whick is now sittiny in Phila- 
delphia. Ranged around three tables in 


front of the seven commiésioners, who | 


océdpied the Judged bench, were no 
than thirty fawyers, twenty-four of whom 
were looking after the interests of *the 
mine owners. 

In addition to these there was a large 
number of members of the bar present, 
who came to look on. The court room 
at both sessions was packed almost to 
suffocation, and scores of persons were 
unable to gain admittance. Only one of 
the heads cf the large coal companies, 
Chairman Thomas, of the Erle, was pres- 
nt. There were among the . Pete 
umber of general superin- 
tendents and district and mine superin- 
tendents, all of whom took a deep inter- 
est in the proceedings, and some of them 
trequently made notes. e 

Grouped about Mr. Mitchell were Dis- 
tirct Presidents Nicholls, Duffy and Fahy, 
the three disst ct secretaries, the three 
national board members, the members of 
the three district executive boards of the 
anthracite fleld. Scattered through the 
spectators were many practical miners 
who will be called upon to take the stand 
in behalf of the miners’ claims. 

Attitude of Arbitrators. 

The attitude of the commissioners was 
closely followed by every one in the 
court room. They appeared to be greatly 
interested in the cross-examination of 
Mr. Mtichell, but at times seemed to 
grow restless under the ceaseless fire of 
questions aimed at the miner workers’ 
leader. Judge Gray, as chairman of the 
commission, being verséd in court pro- 
ceedings, and in the law, was the only 
spokesman for the commission. 
times asked questions, and at the very 
close of the afternoon session directed 
a query at Mr. Mitchell which Mr. Wil- 
cox had been leading up to for some time. 
The chairman asked Mr. Mitchell wheth- 
er his organization approved the act of 
withdrawing from or denying the neces- 
saries of life to those who had offended 
the organization, and he replied: 1 
should say emphatically, no.“ 

During the day Mr. Wilcox asked Mr. 
Mitchell many questions as the policies 
of the union, the me of calling 
strikes, the ability of the union to main- 
tain discipline and prevent the members 
of the union from violating the law, and 
aso as to the liability of the union break- 
ing contracts. It was apparent to many 
o: those present who understood the 
situation that Mr. Wilcox’s object was to 
attempt to prove by Mr. Mitchell’s own 
testimony that the contention of the 
companies that the miners’ union was an 
irresponsible organization, and that trade 
agreements, therefore, could not be safely 
entered into, was well founded.

Mr. Mitchell prefaced his statemen* 
with the hope that the commission woulé 
‘eucceed in establishing a relationship 
between the operators and .the miners 
that will insure peace and gta biity in the 
industry for an indefinite period.“ 

After reciting the demands for increas- 
ed pay for the miner, shorter work day 
for the laborer, the weighing of coal and 
un industrial agreement, the refusal of 
all of which led to the strike, Mr. Mitch- 
cll spoke as follows.on the question of 
higher wages: 


“Of the 147,000 men and boys employed 
in and around the mines, strippings, 
washeries and breakers imthe anthracite 
coal fields, 64,072, or 43 per cent, are em- 
ployed on contract, or plece work; the re- 
maining 83,000, or 57 per cent, are . 
ed by the hour, day, week or month. Of 
the 64,072 contract men, 37,804 dre miners 
and 26,268 are miners’ laborers. 

“The work of a miner and a miner's 
laborer is extremely hazardous. In fact, 
it is more dangerous than employment 


in any other important industry in the 
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world. The numberof persons killed and 
injured is greater dthan in any other in- 
dustry. ch day the anthracite coal 
mines are in operation 26-10 persons lose 
tneir lives and three times as many are 
maimed, and yet these men receive less 
wages annually thah are received by men 
performing precisely similar work in oth- 
er fields under more favorable and less 
nazardous conditionm The number of 
years a man can retain his health and 
Strength in this Occupation is Umited. 
It he escape death by accident, he cannot 
escape attacks of mine: s asthma. There 
is scarcely a mine worker, who has not 
contracted this malady. The miners are 
compelled to work in powder rooms, pow- 
der smoke, in foul air, many of them in 
water, and their work is difficult and ex- 
Lausting. Reputable insurance compa- 
nies will not issue policies to this class of 
workmen; risks are so 8 that the 
premiums would be prohibitive to men 
Whose earnings are so low. The entire 
20 per cent which they demand as an in- 
crease in their wages would not suffice 
to carry ah insurance of $1,000. . 

It seems but fair and just that wages 
paid these classes of workmen should be 
as high, if not higher, than wages paid 
to skilled artisans in other industries. 
li is certainly not unjust to ask that 
these miners should receive ag high 
wages as are paid to miners in the bitu- 
minous coal fields, in the silver and gold 
mines or in the iron ore and copper 
mines, all of which work is less hazard- 
ous, freer from liability to disease, re- 
quiring less etperience and less skill, and 
is better id than labor in the anthra- 
cite coal flelds.“ 


Shorter Hours Demanded. 


In supporting the demand for the re- 
ductign of the hours of the day laborer. 
Mr.“ Mitchell showed that it amounted 
practically to a demand for 2 per cent 
increase of compensation for 83,000 men, 
or 57 per cent of all mine employees 
Continuing he said: 

“The eight hour day is the standard 
23 day in the mming industry. 
Eight hours constitute a day's work in 
the coal mines of Great Britain, in all 
the silver, gold and ‘copper mines and in 


the bituminous coal mines in the states 
of Arkansas, Kansas, Missouri, Iowa, 


lilinois, Indiana, Ohio, Michigan, Ken- 
tucky, Tennessee, in_western Pennsylva- 
nia and the Indian Territory. : 

“The reports of the United States 
Geological survey demonstrate that 
more coa been produced 


annually since the inauguration of the 
éight-hour work day than in an pre- 
ceding year. Bach miner produced more 
coal per working day in eight hours than 
he formerly produced in ten hours, and 
there is no reason why the same results 
would be not obtained in the anthracite 
field. The bituminous workers receive 
in many instances from ® to 40 per cent 


“higher wages for elght hours’ work than 


are paid in the ant 
hours’ work.“ 


Defending the third demand that coal 
shall be weighed and pajd for by weight 
and that 2,240 pounds ghall constitute a 
ton, Mr. Mitchell declared that the pres- 
ent method of measuring the coal pro- | 
duced by the miners in the Lackawanna, 
Wyoming and Lehighg regions ‘has been 
the source of more discontent than any 
other of the many injustices imposed 
upon the miners, and there can be no 
contentment among the workers until au 
honest system has been adopted. Pay- 
ing for coal by the car or by a ton welgh- 
ing from ,2,740 to 3.190 pounds is a fla- 
grant injustice. The cars are made 
larger, more topping is required and 
there is no corresponding increase in the 
amount paid per car. or per ton. The 
miners have been forced to produce a 
constantly increasing amount of coal for 
which they receive no additional com- 
pensation. Mr. Mitchell continued: 


“The miner should be paid for every 
peund of coal he mines that is sold dy the 
cperator. If ?,240 pounds constitute a 
ton’ when coal is sold to the consumer, 
and when railroad companies are paid for 
transporting coal to market, what can 
there be in denying the miner the right

Mr. Mitchell then took up the fourth 


demand of the miners for a trade agree- 
ment with the necessary machinery for 
the adjustment of lécal grievances. He 
Outlined the history and policy of the 
United Mine Workers of America. 

The only manner, he said, in which the 
national organization is permitted to in- 
terfere is that before a s is inaugu- 
rated by the district organiZation the ap- 
proval of the president of the national 
union must be obtained; but the presi- 
dent of the national organization has no 
authority to inaugurate a strike. Thus 
the coal mine operators dre aftorded’a 
greater measure of protection against 
strikes than they would have under a 
separate and independent organization. 

As to the responsibliity of the mine 
workers’ organization Mr. Mitchell said:

Ine reports ot the United 
States government on strikes in the min- 
ing inaustry show that the number and 
duration of strikes has been materially 
reduced each year since the system of 
joint conferences and mutual agreement 
nas been introduced. * 

“Where the United Mine Workers of 
America is organized and contracted 
with it assumes the responsibility of dis- 
cipliniug its members. The trade agree- 
ment has been found effective in keeping 
workmen from engaging in local or - 
eral strikes.. There ve been no strikes 
of any magnitude ig any of the coal min- 
ing states in when ,trade agreements 
exist. We seek. to eItabliah the same 
method of adjusting wage differences in 
the anthracite field. ‘ 

It is said that the competition between 
anthracite and bituminous coal is a rea- 
son upon which the anthracite operators 
oppose a recognition of the miners’ or- 
ganization. That this objection is neither 
valid nor consistent is clearly demon- 
strated by the fact that many of the raifl- 
roads officered by the same men who eon- 
trol the anthracite coal mines enter into 
trade agreements with railroad organiza- 
tions, a majority of whose mem are 
employed upon other and competing 
roads, 

We demand recognition because we 
know that permanent peace and friend! 
relations can best be maintained throug 
a trade agréement with the organization 
which our people have elected to join. 
Fully 90 per cent of the employees of the 
anthracite coal miners are members of it 
from choice, they desire to retain their 
membership in it. It wae the United Mine 
Workers of America that conferred with 
the president of the United States in re- 
lation to the submission of the issues in- 
sclved in the coal strike to this commis- 
sion. It is the United Mine Workers of 
America that was requested by the presi- 
dent to end the strike. It was the United 
Mine Workers of America that declared 
the strike at an end; it was the United 
Mine Workers that sent the men back to 
work. and it was the United Mine Work- 
ers that is pledged to accept the award 
of this commission. : 

“Failure to recognize the organization 
was the cause of the many local strikes 
against which operators and mine work- 
ers jointly complained. There S.ave heen 
many local strikes during the past year, 
the fault of which rests upon operators 
and miners alike. The miners failing to 
secure redress for their wrongs (the com- 
panies having refused to treat with their 
representatives). had no choice but to 
submit to injustice or inaugurate a strike. 


Recognition of Union. 


„Recognition of the union does not mean 
dictation or interference by men not em- 
ployed by the companies; it simply means 
that officers selected by the mine work- 
ers shall exercise supervision over the or- 
ganization or shall counsel with the mine 
workers as to how their trade affairs 
shall be conducted. 

The miners have as much right to 


ent their grievances, to manage their 
as have the stockholders of any 
one ef the anthracite coal companies to 


select spokesmen to act for them, to pre-

tions. 

“For the information of the commission, 
we herewith outline, more specifically, a

ous, he said, as in the anthracite re- 
gion. a 

Wages Compared. 
Mr. Mitchell, comparing the rates of 


wages paid in the bituminous fields with 
those paid in the anthracite region, said 
they were from 20 to 50 per cent higher in 
the bituminous country. He said he had 
visited the homes of miners in the an- 
thracite region and in the bituminous 
fields, and generally speaking the congi- 
tions in the soft coal fields are better 
than in the hard coal territory. This was 
especiaRy true, he said, of the houses

Agreement Between United States 


and Colombia Likely. 

Washington, November 14.—Mr. Cro- 
well, counsel for the Panama Canal

Mr. Heyward Will Have Charge of 
All Atlanta Business— His Suc- 
cessor Not Named.

Deposits of the Bank Aggregate 
Nearly $3,000,000 — Believed 
That Depositors Will Be 
Paid in Full—State- 
ment Made, 


Toston, Mass., November 14.~—The Cen- 
cral national bank of this city did not 
open for business today, the comptroller 
of the currency having ordered the bank 
examiner to close its doors and take 
charge of its business. 

The closing of the bank is said to be due 
to excess loans and a lack of quick as- 
sets. An appeal for aid was made to the 
Boston Clearing House Association, but 
the commission did not deem it advisable 
to assist the bank. 

The bank is among the smaller institu- 
tions of the city. It was organized in 
1873 with a capital of $70,000. Its depdsits 
aggregate $2,700,000, arc it is beTieved that 
this amount caf be paid in full without 
an assessment on the stockholders. Oris 
H. Duké is president and J. Adams Brown 
cashier. 

Just before 9 o’clocK téMay thé follow- 
ing notice was posted on the bank’s doors: 

“Closed by order of the comptroller of 
the currency.” 

Inquiry at the bank elecited he *nfor- 
mation that the comptroller had ordered 
Bank Examiner Neal to take charge as 
temporary receiver. No one could be 
found who had authority to discuss the 
condition of the bank. 

The failure of negotiations for the Eliot 
national bank to liquidate the Central 
national is understood to have contrih- 
uted to the failure as well as the fact 
that the bank has never fully recovered 
from a blow it received twenty years ago, 
when with the Pacific bank, which failed 
at that time. it was involved in the co!?- 
lapse of the Lebanon Spritgs railroad, in 
Vermont. 

ThE National Shawmut bank annoduced 
today that it would advance to depositors 
of the Central national bank 50. per cent 
of their present balances in that institu- 
tion. 

Statement by Comptroller. 

Washington, November 14.—A statement 
concerning the closing of the Central ne- 
tional bank of Boston was issued at the, 
comptroller of the currency’s office today. 
It says the bank was closed by direction 
of the acting comptroller of the currency 
as a result of a conference by telephone 
last night with Examiners Neal and 
Bwer, of Boston. The acting comptrol- 
ler has appointed William E. New as tem- 
porary receiver. The failure, the state- 
ment says, is due to losses sustained. 
There is no apparent dishonesty on the 
part of the officers of the bank so far as 
the records of the comptroller’s office 
show.

MANY CASES TRIED 
BY JUDGE ROAN 


More Than Sixty Jail Cases Dispesed 
of Daring Week. 


‘SCORES EXCELLENT RECORD 


Ed Barnett, a Negro Convicted of a 
Charge of Assault with Intent 
to Murder, Given Seven 
Year Term—Mistrial 
in Forgery Case. 


Judge L. & Roan yesterday afternoon 
adjourned the criminal superior court un- 
til Monday morning, having scored an 
excellent record for dispatch of business 
during his first week on the bench. Judge 
Roan's work appears to have given gen- 
eral satisfaction, and he has won the 
commendation of the bar and others,. who 
have had business in the court, for his 
courteous treatment and display of im- 
partiality. 

During the week a total of more than 
sixty jail cases were disposed of, which 
demonstrates that Judge Roan and Soli- 
citor Charley Hill were busy. Disposition 
was made of twenty cases out of this 
number yesterday. Judge Roan holds 
bcth morning and afternoon sessions, and 
he is clearing the heavy criminal docket 
with a rush. 

The heaviest sentence imposed yester- 
day was seven years, that term being 
given Ed Barnett, a negro, who was con- 
victed of the charge of assault with in- 
tent to murder. In passing sentence, 
‘Judge Roan arraigned the prisoner for his 
act. 

Barnett was irae’ with striking 
Seott Thomas, another negro, on the 
head with a stick and robbing him of 
1.95. The blow was a severe one, and 


badly injured. 
Judge Arraigns Prisoner. 

After the verdict of guilty had been re- 
turned. Judge Roan turned to the negro 
and said: 

Ed, you are the guiltiest negro I have 
tried this week, and I have had some bad 
cases before me. This is the toughest 
thing I have ever seen. You, a robust 
young negro, after appearing friendly to 
that old man, struck him on the head 
with a heavy plank and almost killed 
him, and all for the palty sum of $1.95. 
I consider that this case shows an,aban- 
doned heart, hardly equaled in the an- 
nals of civilization. I do not usually 
make this kind of a talk, for I do not 
want to make anybody feel bad. I don’t 
enjoy sending a man to the penitentiary, 
but I wish that every man would do 
right. I will not give you the limit, ten 
years, but will impose a sentence of 
seven years.“ 

Solicitor Hill seconded the remarks of 
the judge, characterizing the case as a 
bad one. The case against Barnett was. 
worked by Policemen Wells and Rosser. 


Mistrial in Forgery Case. 

Sol Melton, a young white man, who 
resides in Cobb county, was tried on the 
charge of forgery, but the jury failed to 
agree and a mistrial was declared. 

Melton formerly worked for the South- 
ern Messenger Service and he ig cha: ged 
with forging a receipt for a telegram. 
The state contended that he was given 
the message to carry to a telegraph of- 
fice and was also given 25 cents to pay 
for its sending, but that, instead of do- 
ing as directed, he destroyed the tele- 
gram, forged the receipt and kept the 25 
cents. 

The young man endeavored to set up 
an alibi, claiming that he was not work- 
ing for the messenger service at the 
time of the transaction. He was repre- 
sented by Attorneys W. E. Sutties and 
E. F. Childress.

Judge Barrow Says There Is No Such 
Thing as Lawful Gaming and 
Will Push Cases Against 
Savannah Men—Affi- | 

davits Are Filed. 


Savannah, Ga., November 14.—(Special.) 
Judge Barrow this morning admitted the 
men alleged to be implicated in the 
shooting and assaulting of Dan & Kiley 
to bail on the application of R. L. Cold- 
ing and Twiggs & Oliver, their -attor- 
neys. 

The main question discussed, and that 
was done in a minute, was the amount 
of the bonds required by the court. Judge 
Barrow then ordered that Gad Bryan, Ju- 
lius Rosenthal and Sol Rosenthal give 
bonds in the sum of $1,500 each, and Al- 
bert Adams, James H. Smith, William 
H .Hillis and James E. Finnigs furntsh 
indemnities in the amount of $500 each. 
The court required the parties to give 


qualified bonds to be approved by the so- 


liictor general. Some of the best known 
men in Savannah stood the bonds. 

A question was asked by Judge Twiggs 
whether the bonds in the sum of $500 were 
for the gambling feature of the cage, 
when Judge Barrow answered: 

“Il look upon the gambling feature of 
this transaction as the worst feature. 
Shooting a man is sometimes justifiable, 
but gambling is never. There are cases 
where it is lawful for one man to shoot 
another. A man behaves sometimes in 
such a way that somebody ought to shoot 
him, but there is no such thing known as 
lawful gambling.” 

Peter Smith, Ed Mehrtens, J. H. Mon- 
ahan, J. J. Jowitt, J. W. Groves and 
Albert Fabean gave bonds last night in 
the sum of $600 for their appearance to an- 
swer thé charge of gambling, and were 
released from jail. 

There were several affidavits filed in the 
office of the clerk of the superior court 
by Jowitt, Monahan, Groves and Mher- 
tens in which they swore that Kiley, af- 
ter entering the gambling room and 
smashing up dishes at the table used by 
Mehrtens and Hillis, walked into the 
keno room with a drawn revolver, saying 


he wanted to meet that Jew —— and kill 


him before the night was over, 

Kiley, according to these affidavits, ap- 
proached Monahan pistol in hand, and 
cursed him in a most foul mannes, then 
fired a shot from his pistol into the keno 


machine.

Florida Supreme Court Quashes Writ 
of Error and Orders Road ‘to 
Pay Judgement and Costs.

Tallahassee, Fla., November 14.—(Spe- 
clal.)— The Florida supreme court today 
entered an order quashing the writ of 
error in the appeal of the Savannah, 
Florida and Western Railway Company, 
plainif€f in error, v. Mrs, Ola Brink, of 
Waycross. Ga., defendant in error, and 
allowed Mrs. Brink 2 1-2 per cent damages 
on tae amount of the judgment recovered 
by her in the circuit court for Duval 
county—$3,600—the supreme court holding 
that the appeal taken by the railway 
company was frivolous and taken merely 
for delay. 

Mrs. Brink is the widow, of F. H. 
Brink, formerly a conductor on the At- 
lantic, Valdosta and Western railway.

later. Mrs. Brink sued the Savannah, 
Florida and Western, claiming $0,000 
damages.

Girls who attended are threatened with 
ostracism and boys have been told that 
they will be ducked in the lake. Today 
not a boy or a girl reported at classes. 
There is talk of President Baker taking 
drastic measures with the leaders as an 
example of discipline. However, as all 
the students are involved, it is generally 
believed that no action was taken.
